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COMMENTS 

The Examiner has indicated that claim 4 was allowable as the 
prior art did not teach or suggest at least one substantially 
transparent or translucent socket assembly surrounded by a 
transparent or substantially translucent casing attached to the 
socket as recited in claim 4. The elements of claim 4 of the 
substantially transparent or translucent casing surrounding the 
socket engaged to a wire have been added to claim 1, and claim 4 
canceled. With the allowable elements of claim 4 added to claim 
1, claim 1 should now be allowable and any remaining claims 
dependant on claim 1 should now be allowable. 

The Examiner has indicated that claim 9 was allowable as the 
prior art did not teach or suggest at least one substantially 
transparent or translucent socket assembly surrounded by a 
transparent or substantially translucent casing attached to the 
socket as recited in claim 9. The elements of claim 9 of the 
substantially transparent or translucent casing surrounding the 
socket engaged to a wire have been added to claim 8 and claim 9 
canceled. As such, claim 8 should now be allowable and all 
remaining claims dependant on claim 8 should now be allowable. 
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The Examiner has indicated that claims 18 and 20 were 
allowable as having a locking plug engaged through the bottom of 
the socket assembly. Claims 18 and 20 also depend from newly 
amended claim 8 which has the added elements of former claim 9. 
As such, claims 18 and 20 should continue to be allowable. 

The Examiner has indicated that claims 12 and 23 were 
allowable as having a current-flow interrupting means that was 
unique and not taught or suggested by the prior art. Claims 12 
and 23 also respectively depend now from amended claims 1 and 8, 
which as noted should now be allowable. As such claims 22 and 23 
should still be allowable. 
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
